Liplomatie oourers 
between Helsinki ed Koscow snd hence he [1s reason to virit the Soviet hobasay 
from time to tim. ecently the anbeassy Ceneral Services Officer brouckt his 
suspicions to the attention of Roodine, saying that they were based on Somivik's 
general attitude, porticularly ofter the latter had expressed his intereet in 
making a trip to the Soviet Union and his teking “ursian lessons for tiie 
purpose. ‘The (S0 alsy reported that Sundwik was knowm to have talked a nimber 
Of tines with Soviet Vice Consul anatolij Dligow while on routine business et 
the Soviet Exbassy. ‘These points led to the screening of Sundvik's paresounel 
file (with the concurrence of the charge d'iffaires) md to a check of the 
references he had given on his emloynsnt syplication. The latter turned cut 
to be quite shady. According to the VALJRXS two of the three are listed as _ 
having e musber of arreste each, including eensla:shter, drunkenness, theft, ete., 
ana the third could not be icentified. These cdvicusly were not inweeti cated 
wery closely at the time Sundvik applied for employmans. lm 5 April VALINK 
surveillance wes placed on Sundvik (again vith the Chareé's concurrence’. 

Re wes followed each evening after he left the anbasey ond on 10 ipril, after 
it wea learned that Aundvik was driving to the soviet Union for o foureday ttip, 
he wes followed from Terwekoeki to the Firsish-Soviet border point at Vaalinss. 
fwo VALERK detectives werw on hand here to observe the orcesing. They reported 
@ routine derder crossing, tat no custons inspection waa made, md that 
BSundvik net tuo Soviet Soldiers at the border station (am the Jovls t side) 
vefore sontinuing frcm there. He drove off following the soldiers’ car. ‘The 
circusetances of the border crossing are euzpicicus in t.at ho ornceed the border 
slone, in hie om autonobile, in bad weather, md for only four days. They 
also compare clesely to the /lanko case where Alsnko was askad hy the Savi ate 
to rent a car, louve his family on the Finnish side (Lappeenventa) ed erce» 

the border alone for a short trip. Om Sundvik's return trip 15 A;ril he uns 
again followed from the Lorder to Terwakeski, and then to Helvinkt wheva day 

to day: survefiianss eomtizesd. Attached exe translations of the VALIEK . 
eurvesilance yeports and a reports of the border oroseing “hich we have received 
to dato... The weekend prior to his trip into the USSK Sundvik spent in 
forvakeskd with his fiancee, hence there are no reports covering this perivd, 
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Ze Ve have now Inarned froa the travel lists whioh wo get overy two reeks 
md whidh liet all travelers ;oing te and coring from the Soviet (mien that 
Arstols ) Klimov went to the US5x on 9 April, arcaping the border at Vainikkala 
(railroad orcening point). ‘hetber he has retumed to Finland we do not know
